As soon as interrupted 
télegraphic communication with other 
lake ports ig resumed, it is expected that 
further reports of wrecks will be re- 
ceived, for the storm is thought to have 
Deen a record-breaking one. 

For thirteen consecutive hours, between 
1! o'clock Monday night and 12 o'clock 
today, tne velocity of the wind averaged 
60 miles an hour, and at times blew at 
the rate of 70 miles an hour. The Ma- 
taafa is being slowly pounded to pieces. 
The crew of the Crescent City escaped, 
but the boat is a total wreck. Captain 
R.. W. England is the only man who 
left the England. The vessel is lying 
on the sand, and is in no danger of go- 
ing to pleces. The captain was taken off 
by the life saving crew with the help 
of a breeches buoy Tae sailors will 
remain on the boat until tomorrow.

With the call for the conference went 
the announcement that the New York 
university delegates will support a reso- 
lution that the present game of football 
ought to be abolished. 

The colleges invited to the conference, 
nineteen in number, are Union, Syracuse, 
Hamilton, Wesleyan, Lehigh. Rutgers, 
Trinity, Haverford. Renssalaer, Stevens, 
West Point, Princeton, Columbia, Ford 
ham, Ursimus, Lafayette, Rochester, Am- 
herst and Swathmore. 

The invitation which was sent to each 

the colleges contains questions for 
consideration as follows:
